charges. His latest exploit was on May 4th, 
‘when’ the Arasmar .Casile was between 
East London and Port Elizabeth; and a Nor-. 
weglan barque, the Amedia, was sighted 
wrecked upon rocks off the coast ina helpless 
sition. "The captain’ of..the-liner at once’ 
rought -his vessel. as near''to: the wrecked 
‘barque,as he dared, and then put off a lifeboat. 
to aid-the ‘unfortunate crew, “A tremendous 
sea was runningyand after one or two attempts 
to-get a line to the wreel-the boat returned, re- 
porting one of her crew, 2 seaman named Dou- 
gias, who was washed out of the boat, as last. 
The-gallant cook, however, went back in the 
boat, and plunging into the sea with:a line and 
ali oy, succeeded, after a tremendous strug- 
glo, in getting aboard the wreck, Just as he had 
fixed the line an enormotis wave broke over tho 
doomed barque, carrying ‘Karby cleaniover, the 
vessel, and driving him down amongst the spars 
and wreckage, all in the boat imagining him 
to be killed. He, however, badly . bruised, 
extricated himself and made.-for shore, his 
wonderful powers as a swimmer carrying him, 
through the surf.’ Safely. landed he looked 
about him, and’ then saw Douglas clinging to 
-arock about'a quarter of a mile away. Forget- 
ting his injuries Karby at once“ went to hia 
shipmate’s assistance and helped him to safety, 
He then, saw the chiof officer of the barquoe 
struggling in the surf, swam out ‘to ‘him, and, 
though once or twice nearly knocked senseless 
‘ot him safely to shore.

The passengers of the @raemar, Castle, be-, 
lieving them dead, had collected 60/, for their’
